San F rancisco, May 11th.—The contest 
between the railroad company and settlers on 
lands claimed by the company in what is 
known as Mussel Slough District, in Tulare 
and Fresno counties, culminated to-day in a 
tragedy. United States Marshal Poole left 
here a day or two ago to serve writs of eject­ 
ment on certain settlers, by virtue of the de­ 
cision of the Circuit Court, in favor of the 
railroad company. This aflernooD Deputy 
Marshal Wurth, of this city, received the 
following dispatch from Marshal Poole : “ In 
attempting to execute the writ four men were 
aided and two wounded.” No further par­ 
ticulars are yet received. The settlers are 
banded together for mutual protection, and 
express a determination to resist all attempts 
at ejectment. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
\ is a l i a , May 11th.—A League picnic 
took place at Hanford to-day, at which about 
200 persons were present. 
United States Marshal Poole and W. H. 
Clark, the railroad company’s land grader, 
arrived at Hanford this morning to dispossess 
the settlers, and left at half-past 7 o’clock to 
serve processes of ejectment on William 
llroden and others. 
The Leaguers col­ 
lected, followed the Marshal, overtook him 
three miles north of Orangeville, and com­ 
manded him and the grader to surrender, 
which they did. Then they commanded 
Crow, a purchaser from the railroad com­ 
pany, and a compa ion named H artt, to sur­ 
render. Instead of surrendering they leaped 
from their wagon and fired with a shotgun 
and rifle, killing James Harris, I ver Knutson 
and John Henderson, ami wounding Arch 
McGregor, Win. Broden, D. Kelly and Hay­ 
maker—all Bettlers. The settlers returned 
the fire, wounding H artt fatally, and as Crow 
retreated at some distance a shot struck him, 
killing him instantly. There is gTeat excite­ 
ment at Hanford and vicinity, but the leaders 
of the League advise prudence. 
MARSHAL POOLE’S REPORT. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , May 11th.—An interview 
with the railroad authorities in this city dis­ 
closes that M. D. H artt and W. J. Crow had 
purchased, some three years ago, certain 
lands from the railroad company, the settlers 
on which refused to surrender possession. 
H artt and Crow demanded to be put in pos­ 
session, and yesterday United States Marshal 
Poole went down for that purpose, taking 
with him Mr. Clark, an agent of the com­ 
pany, to point out the pieces of land in dis­ 
pute, H artt and Crow accompanying them. 
The following was received by the company 
from Poole this afternoon: 
I put Hartt in possession of one tract. He 
and Crow followed Clark and 1 to another 
section, where we met defendant, Storer, 
who talked with Crow about compromising. 
Storer rode off, saying he would see his part­ 
ner, and what he thought of it. Soon after 
he left about forty mounted men made toward 
us. 1 left my buggy with Clark and advanced 
to meet them. After a biief conversation 
with them they suddenly covered me with 
rifles and pistols. Some of them rode rapidly 
toward the wagon occupied by Crow and 
Hartt. One of the horses struck my leg with 
his foot ami threw me down. Am not cer­ 
tain who tired first; think three, possibly 
four, settlers weie killed and one or two 
wounded. Hartt was shot in the groin, fatally, 
I think. Clark and myself are not hurt. 
A. W. P o o l e, U. S. Marshal. 
It is further learned that after the shooting 
occurred the settlers ran the telegraph oper­ 
ator at the Hanford depot—who is also agent 
of the railroad company—out of town, and 
there has been no telegraphic communication 
with that place since noon, but news is mo­ 
mentarily expected from runners dispatched 
to the nearest station on the main line of the 
Southern Pacific.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
K in g s b u r t , May 11th.—About 9:30 this 
morning United States Deputy Marshal 
Poole, accompanied by W. H. Clark, was in 
the vicinity of Hanford for the purpose of 
serving writs on the settlers on railroad lands 
who had refused to give up possession in those 
cases where such had been decided against 
them by the United States Courts. Marshal 
Poole had put M. D. H artt and Walter 
Crow 
in 
possession 
of 
one 
tract, 
and 
the 
four 
men were proceeding 
to another piece of land, when they saw 
about forty mounted men riding towards 
them. The United States Marshal left his 
buggy and advanced to meet them. After a 
brief conversation with them they suddeuly 
covered him with rifles and pistols, and part 
of them rode rapidly toward the wagon in the 
rear, in which H artt and Crow were seated. 
One of the horses struck Marshal Poole, 
throwing him down. Xg is not known who 
commenced the firing. 
Three settlers — 
Knutson, Henderson and Harris—are re­ 
ported killed, and one—McGregor—badly 
wounded. M. D. H artt is supposed to le 
fatally shot in the groin. Great excitement 
prevails here, and the supposition is that 
Crow, who escaped this morning, will be 
killed if he is overtaken. Marshal Poole and 
Clark are all right. 
STATEMENT OF THE RAILROAD OFFICIALS. 
S an F rancisco, May 11th.—The Southern 
Pacific Kailroad Company authorities furnish 
the following version of the Mussel Slough 
district affair : The Act of Congress under 
which the company holds title was passed in 
July, 1866, and took effect on the filing by 
the company of a map of its route, January 
3, 1867. The Act carefully reserved all the 
rights of settlers which had accrued prior to 
January 3, 18C7, and the uniform ruling of 
the Interior Department has been favorable 
to those who had any show of right attaching 
on or before that date. The patents related 
back to that date, and in no case has the 
Land Department failed to recognize the 
equities of those in possession at the time the 
railroad grant became operative. Late in 
1876, or early in 1877, the company asked for 
the issuance of patents for lands in Mussel 
Slough district. In conformity with that 
request 
they 
were 
issued 
in 
1S77 
for those pieces on which there was 
no contest. The company then notified the 


settlers of the price, terms, etc., on which 
they were ready to dispose of the land, but 
the settlers refused either to buy, rent or va­ 
cate the lands. In October, 1878, M. D. 
Hartt, \V. J. Crow and others made applica­ 
tion to purchase certain pieces of land, made 
part payment, and received contracts for 
deeds. On showing their pajiers to the set­ 
tlers and asking possession their request was 
denied. In 1878 suits were commenced, and 
last December judgments were rendered in 
favor of the railroad company. The settlers 
refused still to vacate. H artt frequently by 
letter importuned President Stanford and the 
Directors of the company to put him in pos­ 
session. The company finally decided that 
further delay or attempts at compromise 
would be productive of no good effect, and 
got out writs which were given to United 
States Marshal Poole for service, with the re­ 
sult indicated in the dispatches received from 
the scene of action. 
The railroad authorities claim that in all 
cases they have given the settlers a first 
chance to purchase, and only on their declin­ 
ing have given others an opportunity to buy. 
They further claim that the rates they have 
fixed on their lands are in almost every case 
materially lower than those demanded by the 
eettlers for similar lands. 
It will be remembered that about a year 
ago Perry C. Phillips, one of the lessees of 
the railroad lands, put a tenant in possession 
of the tract leased to him. 
A band of 
masked and mounted men surrounded his 
house in the night, took out the tenant and 
his family, burned the house and would not 
afterwards allow Phillips to cultivate under 
his lease, because he had by that lease recog­ 
nized the railroad title. The company are 
in possession of no intelligence regarding to­ 
day’s tragedy in addition to that already re­ 
ceived. 


WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Outlook in Eegard to the 
Crop Prospects. 


IMMENSE HARVESTS EXPECTED. 


Widely Distributed Kains— Very 
Little Damage Reported. 
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I one (Amador county), May 11th.—Wheat 
and barley are in fine condition yet, but 
farmers are uneasy ¿t the present storm, 
fearing rust and lodging. The first cutting 
of alfalfa for hay will probably be damaged. 
Peaches have been damaged to a considerable 
extent by the cold weather. Other varieties 
of fruit are all right. Corn is not yet planted, 
owing to the continued cold and wet weather. 
W oodland (Yolo county).—We have had 
within the last twenty-four hours ,2S of an 
inch of rain, making 16.70 inches for the 
season. The crops never looked as promising 
since the county has been settled as they do 
at this time, and this is true of all kinds of 
soil, as well as early and late sown. Some of 
the heaviest wheat has been lodged by the 
last rain, but it will not be damaged mate­ 
rially if the weather clears up soon. It is 
still cloudy aud threatening, with the wind 
south. Thermometer 50‘. The only danger 
feared now to crops is too much rain. All it 
needs to mature it in this county is dry, 
warm weather. Continued rains might do a 
serious injury. 
D ixon (Solano county).—It has been rain­ 
ing steadily for about twelve hours. Xo seri­ 
ous damage so far, if the weather does not 
turn very hot. The crop prospects are the 
most promising ever known iu this locality. 
P l e a s a n t o n (Alameda county). — Very 
little damage has been done to crops by the 
late rains. Crop prospects were never better. 
Rainfall for the last 21 hours, .75 of an inch. 
Total for the season, 50.93 inches, with pros­ 
pects for more. 
D a v is v il l e (Yolo county).—It commenced 
raining here about 8 o’clock last night, ami 
continued throughout the night, .10 of an 
inch having fallen, making a total for the 
season of 17.06 inches, against 11.48 inches 
for last year to date, lieports from all parts 
of the county, outside of the flooded districts, 
are most encouraging for an abundant har­ 
vest, the grain having sustained no damage, 
but was rather benefited from previous rains. 
W hat effect the present rain may have is un­ 
certain. If it should continue for any length 
of time, and be accompanied by even light 
winds, the grain, already of a rank and 
heavy growth, would lodge, and so shade the 
ground as to perhaps induce rust—something 
the farmers are fearful of; but if it should 
clear away soon, and the weather turn out 
fair, but little or no damage will be sus­ 
tained. Haying is very backward, and will 
not commence here for a week or ten days. 
The weather is cloudy and threatening; wind 
south. 
S h a s t a (Shasta county).—It rained all last 
nicht, and is very cloudy to-day. liainfall 
yesterday. 2.1 inches. Total to date, 68.4 
inches. Owing to the fact that outside com­ 
munication is about cut off by high water, it 
is not possible as yet to tell what the crop 
prospects are, but as far as heard from they 
are very favorable. 
M artI nez (Contra Costa county).—The 
crop prospects in this vicinity are excellent. 
The rain now falling, which has amounted to 
.80 of an inch the last twenty-four hours, 
will not on the whole be damaging unless 
protracted, or clearing up with hot weather 
immediately following. 
Rainfall at this 
point for the season, 21.18 inches. 
M ission S an .Jose (Alameda county).— 
There was never a brighter outlook for a 
bountiful harvest in this vicinity than - the 
present one. The area of land under grain 
cultivation exceeds that of any previous sea­ 
son. The largest proportion of the land was 
sown to wheat this year. Tt commenced rain­ 
ing at about 1 A . M. to-day, and up to 11 
o’clock to-day .93 of an inch has fallen. So 
far no damage has been done by the rain to 
amount to anything. On some of the neigh­ 
boring ranches haying has begun, but a bmall 
hay crop is expected. 
S anta R osa (Sonoma county).—-An inch 
of rain has fallen here since 8 A. M. yesterday. 
It is worth thousands of dollars to farm ers on 
low and adobe lands, ami of but little dam­ 
age, if any, to farmers in a higher altitude. 
Total rainfall for the season, 30.71 inches. 
S anta B arbara (Santa Barbara county).— 
Everything indicates splendid crops through­ 
out Santa Barbara county. Since the rain 
ceased everything has been growing finely. 
The wheat shows no sign of rust, and the 
barley is heading out in fine shape. The 
fruits are all doing well. 
It wa< feared at 
one time that the apricots had suffered from 
the rains, but this fear has passed. The new 
fruit cannery has contracted to take all that 
are grown, and the supply will be a large one. 
A Horticultural Fair has just been held, at 
which were displayed some of the finest 
citrus fruits ever shown in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
S to ck to n (San Joaquin county).—The out­ 
look for all crops in this section is all that 
can be desired. This is true of summer fal­ 
lowed and spring sown on light and heavy 
lands. The rain-storm of two weeks agojdid 
no material damage to crops, except where 
levees broke on the Mokelumne river, and hy 
sipage on Rough and Ready islaud. The 
latter will be virtually bulkheaded before 
next season. It commenced raining here 
about 3 A . M., and has continued until noon. 
No damage is anticipated unless the storm 
continues, and is followed by a high wind. 
Then some of the grain on the heavy lands 
may be blown down. On the light lauds of 
the county, especially on the West Side, 
these spring showers will prove beneficial. 
There is not much barley sown this year. 
The acreage in that cereal is smaller, except 
on Roberta and Union islands. A report 
came at gioon that some of the grain on the 
Sonora road, standing fence high, had been 
beaten down by the rain, and in consequence 
of there being so much leaf to it doubts are 
expressed whether it can rise again. The 
grape crop is promising everywhere in the 
neighborhood of Stockton, hut there are com­ 
plaints that a portion of the peach aud such 
like fruits has been slightly injured by frost. 
H o llis te r (San Benito county).—Up to 
to-day there never were finer prospects for 


crops in this county, but it is now raining, 
and if it should continue into a considerable 
shower fears are entertained that the grain 
will grow so rank as to fall to the ground and 
never rise so as to he gathered, for it may 
cause rust. In either event the crops will be 
cut short. 
_ I RESNo(Fresnocounty).—The crops are do­ 
ing finely and promise to give a full yield. 
Most of the wheat is in milk, though some 
fields are more forward. Xo rust or smut is 
reported in the wheat, though smut is re­ 
ported in two fields of barley. The first al­ 
falfa hay is being cut. The w’eather is cloudy 
and favorable for rain. 
Los A ngeles (Los Angeles county).—In* 
quiry in this section cf the county reveals the 
gratifying fact that never since grain has been 
grown here has the prospect been so encour­ 
aging as now. Everything is growing splen­ 
didly, and iu a few places the grain will he 
ready for harvesting within two or at the 
outside three weeks. The weather is cloudy 
and heavy, but there has been no rain for 
two weeks. There is no rust apparent ex­ 
cept in a few isolated localities, but where it 
is the grain is so far advanced as to be beyond 
damage. 
G onzales (Los Angeles county).—On ex­ 
amination of the crops here nothing is found 
damaged by the late rains, all the grain being 
of a healthy appearance. W ith an addi­ 
tional needed rain now existing the prospect 
is very promising for good crops. 
B a k ersfield (Kern county).—The pros­ 
pects for good crops of grain in the Kern 
river valley are the best ever known. No 
damage occurred from the late rains. As we 
never have suffered from blight or rust we do 
not anticipate it now. The fruit crops will 
be larger, although the late frosts injured the 
blossoms to some extent. 
O akdale (Stanislaus county).—The condi­ 
tion and prospects of the crops surpass any 
previous year. They were not damaged by 
the rains previous to this date. It com­ 
menced raining at 6 o’clock last evening and 
rained moderately till noon to-day. At 1 
p. M. it was raining hard, the wind northeast, 
with prospects of a heavy storm. If so, grain 
will be considerably lodged and damaged. 
V is a l ia (Tulare county).—The prospects 
of large crops in this county were never 
brighter. Barley is already turning. No 
material damage was done by the late rains. 
Another shower now would benefit but a very 
small portion of the grain crop in this vi­ 
cinity. 
V a l l e j o (Solano county).—Some little 
damage will be done to crops by the rains and 
wind last night, by beatiDg the heads of 
wheat and other grain over. Should we have 
cooling weather they will revive. Vast fields 
of wheat, shoulder high, on the Contra Costa 
shore, have been injured materially. Farm 
era, however, think the crops in this county- 
wili he prosperous, if the weather clears up 
and we have no more storms. 
T u r l o c k (Stanislaus county).—A general 
rain has been falling all day, greatly bene­ 
fiting the already luxuriant growing wheat 
crop, which promises to be the best ever 
raised in this vicinity. Xo damage of any 
kind is reported. 
D o w n ie v il l e (Sierra county).—Rain fell 
steadily all last night, with a fierce, driving 
wind, and changed to snow at half-past 5 
this morning. The river is the highest known 
this season. The thermometer stood at 40° 
at noon to-day. 
S a n B e r n a r d in o (San Bernardino county). 
The weather is clear and the crops are look­ 
ing fine. Xo serious damage has been caused 
by the late rains or foggy mornings. 
S a n J o s e (Santa Clara county).—It com­ 
menced raining here lightly early this morn­ 
ing. and has been raining on and off ever 
since. The crops in this valley at present 
never were in a more promising condition. 
The estimates give about 100,000 acres in 
grain, about 80,000 being wheat and the re­ 
mainder barley. 
N a p a (Napa county).—A light rain com­ 
menced falling here yesterday afternoon, con­ 
tinuing through the night. In no previous 
year has there been a better prospect for an 
abundant harvest than now. Grain of all 
kinds is coming forward rapidly. Early-sown 
barley 13 heading out, wheat is advancing, 
grass is approaching maturity. The hay 
harvest in this valley will be from two to 
three weeks later than usual this season, 
owing to the severe frosts of the winter. 
The fruit crop will be large, especially grapes. 
Of the latter there will be a larger yield, if 
the frosts hold off a week or two longer, 
than ever before. The vines are late this 
year, but are now growing finely, many blos­ 
soms appearing. More wine will be made in 
the valley than ever this fall, judging from 
present prospects. Two thousand acres of 
new vines were planted this spring. The 
late rains damaged the crops but slightly and 
in but few localities. 
M erced (Merced cour.ty).—The grain crops 
on the east side of the valley in this county 
look well, promising a large yield. Since the 
April rains set in there has been no lack of 
moisture, and there are few cases in which 
the product of wheat and barley will not be 
fully up to the average of that of the best 
seasons. A heavy shower of rain fell here to­ 
day, commencing at 10:15 A. M., lasting some 
ten minutes, followed by light sprinkles and 
a strong breeze from the northwest. Up to 
this time the clouds look heavy, promising 
more rain during the afteruoon and evening. 
G ilrot (Santa Clara county).—We have 
the prospect of bountiful crops aud ample 
feed for slock. 
In addition to the land 
usually tilled, 2,000 or 3,000 acres of the ex­ 
tensive grazing range of the valley have been 
cultivated. Grain dealers have sold more 
seed wheat than in any former season. It is 
believed that the barley crop will be scarcely 
equal to the home wants. The rainfall to 
date is about 24 inches. The greater part of 
the land flooded for a few hours last month 
is used for pasture. No damage was done to 
the crops. The grain is growing vigorously. 
There is no visible sign3 of rust. The fruit 
crop promises well, but nearly all the peach 
trees have the curled leaf. 
- 
L o m p o c (Saata Barbara county).—The 
crops in the western portion of Kanta Bar­ 
bara county, embracing 160,000 acres—mostly 
wheat and barley, about one-third barley— 
never promised better. Xo signs of rust ap­ 
pearing leads to the conclusion that the later 
rains were greatly beneficial. The crops will 
stand as follows : 35,000 acres of barley, 00,­ 
000 of wheat, the balauce in English mustard, 
flax, beans and summer crops. The prospect 
now indicates the best harvest iu Southern 
California for twenty years. A slight rain 
fell here to-day. 
S a n L u is O b is p o (San Luis Obispo county). 
Crops iu this section are maturing well, with 
prospects of a large yield. The late rains 
have done little, if any, damage, and there 
are no reports of rust. 
Chico (Butte county).—So far as can be 
ascertained, there has been but little damage 
to grain in this section by the late rains. In 
most instances it has been a benefit. The 
prospects were never more favorable for large 
crops. The cool weather is more favorable 
to growth than the warm sunshine. 
M o d e s t o (Stanislaus county).—It has been 
rainiog fince 7 o’clock this morning, with the 
wind northwest. This will be a great henefit 
t> the late winter-sown grain, especially on 
the West Side, where the prospect is good for 
an average of twenty-five bushels per acre. 
With cool weather after this storm, Stanis­ 
laus will produce a third more than ever 
before. 
L’kiah (Mendocino county).—A heavy rain 
fell yesterday and last night, and at Uiíh time 
it is still raining, with the wind north. No 
damage is reportes! yet from the storm. 
Santa C ruz (Santa Cruz county).—There 
was considerable wind last night. To-day it 
has been raining quite hard. The crops in 
this section present a fine appearance, and 
promise a good yield. Some little damage 
was done to the growing grain by the present 
storin. 
II ealdsburg (Sonoma county).—The storm 
hag ceased. No further damage occurred 
than to delay corn planting, already several 
weeks late. The rainfall from the storm wa% 
1.9 inches. Peaches are generally blasted; 
almonds the same. All other fruits and 
grain are very promising. Wool Is clean 
and the staple long. Shearing begins this 
week. Hops are poled and thrifty. 
P e t a l u m a (Sonoma county).—Old resident 
farmers here state that the grain crop in this 
section never looked so promising at this sea­ 
son of the year as now, and should the weather 
continue favorable the yield the coming sea; 
son will be unprecedentedly large. The hay 
crop will be late, and perhaps a little short. 
The damage to gTain by the April freshet was 
trifling, but has somewhat retarded potato 
planting, no potatoes having been planted in 
this section as yet. The outlook for the peach 
and almond crops is not as favorable tut at 
this date last year. The cherry crop bids fair 
to be abundant, as al.-o all the late, fruits. 
Pasturage is good, and all kinds of stock are 
lookiag well. 
A n tioch (Contra Costa connty).—Crop 
prospects within a radius of fifteen miles 
from Antioch are better than for fifteen 
years. The yield will be unprecedentally 
large. Sherman Island is flooded, but the 
tnle land bordering the upland from here to 
Webb’s landing bas suffered but little from 


the high wa’er thus far. The June freshets 
are always feared. Altogether the country 
presents a pleasing and hopeful prospect. 
W heatland (Yulia county).—The crop 
prosi>ect up to last evening was never better 
sjnce farming has been carried on in this sec­ 
tion. A larger acreage has been sown this 
year than ever before, and everything points 
to an abundant harvest. Last evening a 
heavy storm set in, and was the means of 
making a large acreage of grain lodge, but if 
the weather clears off warm soon it will rally. 
Bear river i» again at a high point. A small 
break in the railroad embaukment on the 
river occurred this morning, but was promptly 
fixed by a large force of men ou hand. The 
weather is still unsettled, with prospects of a 
continuance of the rain all night. 
COURTLAND (Sacramento county).—The 
general opinion regarding the fruit crop in 
this locality, including Grand Island, is that 
there will be about two-thirds of the usual 
crop. The produce crop will be good. Rain 
has been falling during the past twenty-four 
hours. 
San A ndreas (Calaveras county).—It com­ 
menced raining yesterday evening and still 
continues. 
In 
consequence much of 
the advanced grain will be lodged, but 
the later sown will be benefited. 
The 
outlook is favorable for at least an average 
crop. The fruit crop will be over an average, 
saving peaches, which are almost wholly de­ 
stroyed by the late frosts. 
G eorgetown (El Dorado county).—Three 
inches of rain fell here for the twenty-four 
hours ending at 9 a. m. to-day. It has been 
snowing hard ever since. The snow is now 
three inches desp. If it continues through 
the night the fruit trees will he damaged 
greatly by the branches breaking from the 
weight of snow. 
I’lacerville (El Dorado county).—The 
rain thus far has not affected crops generally. 
It commenced snowing this morning, is still 
snowing pnd is likely to continue all night. 
Fruit-growers are fearful of au entire failure 
of the crop. 
Rio V is t a (Solano county).—There is still 
some doubt whether the crops in this section 
unaffected by the rain of last month will suc­ 
cessfully run the gauntlet of the elements. 
The storm of April brought destruction to 
thousands of flourishing acres in the low 
lands, but were supposed to bring assurance 
of a bountiful harvest throughout the Mon­ 
tezuma Hills. That which began, and still 
continues, threatens disaster there. Haying 
had just begun, and whatever had been cut 
will suffer more or less. The standing hay 
will not be injured. Beyond this the extent 
of the damage will depend entirely upon the 
duration of the storm. Besides the usual lia­ 
bility of rust, the grain crop is in danger of 
being beaten down, and by reason of its rank 
and rapid growth since the warm weather 
began it is feared the stalks have not suffi­ 
cient strength and elasticity to recover 
themselves. Should these and other dangers 
be escaped, however, the yield of the Monte­ 
zuma Hills will be almost unparalleled. The 
river ¡3 rising slowly, but no fears are enter­ 
tained on this account. 
The worst has 
already befallen the reclaimed swamp lands 
above and below this place, and it is unlikely 
that a freshet will ensue so great as to endan­ 
ger the islands not yet submerged. The high 
water, however, prevents the sipage and 
rainwater from going off, and this will render 
useless nearly half the land on Brannan Isl­ 
and and the lower part of Andrus, which 
would otherwise have been cultivable. Ryer, 
Sutter, Sherman and such other islands as 
had no adequate levee protection, are of 
course affected by the rise, but they are in a 
measure compensated hy an increased deposit 
of sediment. 
S uisun (Solana connty).—It commenced to 
rain in this place yesterday afternoon, and 
rained steadily throughout the night and at 
intervals during to-day. Altogether up to 1 0 
p. H. about .75 of inch has fallen, and it is 
still threatening. There are various opinions 
as to the effects of this storm among farmers. 
The prevailing opinion is that more good 
than damage has been done. No bay has 
been cut to be damaged, and the ground was 
dry and needed rain. Some high grain has 
fallen, but not broken, and will of course rise 
again. 
C olusa (Colusa county).—Thirty-five hun­ 
dredths of an inch of rain fell in the last 
twenty-four hours. None fell lately before 
this. It has dime po damage to crops. The 
crop prospect of this county was never better. 
The river is five feet inside of the banks. 
Farmers fear frost or rust. Thermometer, 
44° at sundown, and cloudy. If it clears off 
to-night we will be apt to have a frost. The 
suww came low down on the coast mountains 
last night, lower than ever known before in 
May. 
S ummit (Plumas county).—It has been 
snowing and blowing hard all day, not melt­ 
ing any. Thermometer, 30’ ; barometer, 
22.83. It rained .90 of an inch yesterday 
afternoon. Ten inches of snow fell to-day. 
M a r y s v il l e (Yuba county) —About .6 0 of 
an inch of rain lias fallen since last evemug. 
To-day it is cloudy and cold, with a light rain 
falling this afternoon. The Yuba river has 
been rising during the day, and reached the 
14-foot mark at 8 P. M. It is still rising.

DR. PLATT AND THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


J0ST IN TIME. 


Governor Cornell has had the good sense 
to veto the hill which the New York Legis­ 
lature passed, driving foreign capital out of 
the State by a discriminating scheme of 
special taxation, and to all appearances he 
was only just in time to prevent the ex­ 
odus of something like fifty millions of this 
capital. 
It is extraordinary th at New 
York, of all places in the world, should 
have meditated so pernicious and suicidal 
a piece of legblation, fjr it is but a short 
tim e since her press was discussing the 
malignant and idiotio California agitation 
which had driven so much of the capital of 
this State eastward. 
New York was the 
goal to which our alarmed capitalists natu­ 
rally turned, but just as they were con­ 
gratulating themselves upon their escape 
from the clutches of the crazy communists, 
the Legislature of New York turned round 
and took a leaf from the note-book of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
This Í3 a kind of experiment 
which New York can afford even less than 
California, for the reason that her legisla­ 
tion affects a larger area, and reacts upon 
more extended monetary circles. 
Capital 
is timid and clear-sighted together, and a 
very little persecution of the sort threat­ 
ened will send it, not only out of the State, 
hut out of the country. 


GERMAN BIMETALLISM. 


A letter from Berlin to the London 
Economist states that the recent talk of a 
contemplated return to bimetallism on 
the part of Germany has no foundation 
in fact. 
T hat while there are bimetallists 
in Germany, the Government is convinced 
th a t no change in the money standard 
could possibly be made unless in concert 
w ith other powers ; and th at no proposi­ 
tion looking to any such change is con­ 
tem plated. 
It is curious to note the fruit­ 
less persistence with which bimetallists in 
this country seek to create the impres­ 
sion that Germany is yearning for the 
restoration of silver. One would think that 
the crushing exposure of I’ig-iron Kelley's 
fables about his interviews with Bismarck 
on that subject would have convinced 
them of the futility of further inventions 
in this direction, hut they appear incapa­ 
ble of abandoning the topic, and continue 
to coin new fictions, as if in the expecta­ 
tion that it was possible to produce the 
situation they desire; by sutlicieutly mis­ 
representing the actual tacts. 


ANTÍ-CKISSSE IN NEW YORK. 


It is rather curious that the first man­ 
ifestation of antipathy to the Chinese in 
New York should have been made by a 
religious organization, for it is to that ele­ 
m ent that the brotherhood of man and 
fatherhood of God doctrine is attributable, 
and it has had much to do with the forma­ 
tion and maintenance of th at Eastern 
opinion which has been so hostile to the 
position of California on this question. 
The United Christian Brethren, however, 
have refused to lease some buildings which 
they own to Chinese, and thus the little 
cloud no bigger than a man's hand has ap­ 
peared in the C istern heavens. 
How long 
i t will take to spread until it obsenres the 
whole horizon remains to be seen, but 
when the Chinese begin to compete with 
v^Jiite*labor to an appreciable extent, the 
Eastern public will not have long to wait. 


Dr. P latt, a minister of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, has recently denounced 
the public schools as “ Godless, ” and has ad­ 
vised Christian parents to remove their 
children from those institutions. 
The de­ 
nunciation of the common schools on this 
ground has hitherto been a peculiarly 
Catholic practice, though Protestant min­ 
isters would no doubt in many cases avow 
the same opinion did they not recognize 
the im practicability of the change de­ 
manded. 
Of course when Dr. P latt com­ 
plains th at no religious instruction is given 
in the public schools he does not mean 
that he is in favor of any kind of religious 
instruction. 
No doubt he would hold that 
even the “ godlessncss ” which so afilicts 
him is preferable to false teaching ; and as 
false teaching he is bound to regard a great 
many forms of religious instruction which 
other people believe in. 
And here we en­ 
counter the fatal 
obstacle 
which has 
necessitated the omission of all religious 
teaching from the public school course. 
For when we inquire w hat religious 
instruction 
is, 
a 
m ultitude of 
dis­ 
cordant and conflicting definitions are 
offered, and it at once becomes evident th at 
there is no possibility of agreement as to 
what ought to be taught under this head. 
Every religionist would perhaps say that 
religion ought to be taught in the schools, 
but the moment the question of w hat reli­ 
gion should be taught, arose, there would 
be a hopeless conflict of opinion. 
Dr. 
P latt possibly perceives th at iu the present 
stage of intellectual development and ra­ 
tionalistic growth it is becoming more and 
more difficult to instil religious beliefs into 
the rising generation. 
The Catholics have 
always appreciated the importance of taking 
the mind when it is plastic and immature, 
and fashioning the beliefs tosuitthem selves, 
and in the present tendency of thought 
this method promises soon to be the only 
one by which religious ideas can be per­ 
petuated. 
But surely 
it is a serious 
admission of weakness for any church 
to 
have 
to 
make, 
th a t 
it cannot 
get people to accept its dogmas unless 
it is perm itted to engraft them upon 
the mind before it is capable of forming 
any judgm ent concerning their credibility 
or value. 
No such position has ever been 
taken with regard to scientific instruction. 
There is no age too mature for the human 
mind to comprehend and recognize the im­ 
portance of the discoveries of Science and 
the ascertained laws of Nature. 
Nobody 
ever heard it claimed th at special schools 
ought to be organized in order to give early 
instruction in the nebular hypothesis, or 
the law of gravitation, or the theory of 
evolution. 
We never hear it alleged that 
there is clanger lest our youth should be­ 
come iucapable of believing in geology, or 
botany, or physiology, or any other science, 
because they have not been indoctrinated 
with these studies from their cradle. How 
is it then th at it should be thought so in­ 
dispensable to fix religious beliefs in the 
grow ing mind before it has acquired the 
force of judgm ent requisite to weigh their 
merits ? 


If the public schools teach our children 
to accord due consideration to sound evi­ 
dence, to appreciate the scope of N ature’s 
laws, to distinguish between th at which is 
asserted and th at which is proved, canDot 
the churches do the rest within their proper 
sphere ? 
I t would seem reasonable to 
suppose th at all they required was such a 
general development of the growing intelli­ 
gence as might fit it for the reception and 
appreciation of the truths they have to 
impart. 
As they are thoroughly satisfied 
of the stability of their beliefs, and as they 
hold the evidential arguments in support of 
them to be complete and convincing, it 
would appear natural that they should 
prefer to instruct mature rather than im­ 
mature intelligences. 
But whatever the 
grounds of their apprehension it is clear 
th at the State cannot help them in this 
matter. 
The policy of absolute separation 
between the State and the church, which 
was adopted by the founders of the re­ 
public, of necessity entails the exclusion 
of sectarian religious teaching from w hat­ 
ever educational institutions are established 
by the State. 
I t is of course always open 
to the churches to fouud denominational 
schools and colleges, and most if not all 
of them have already done this. 
The 
freedom which they exercise, however, 
they must accord to those who differ from 
them. 
I t is quite useless for any of them 
to kick against the public schools, for the 
introduction of sectarian teaching in those 
schools is out of the question, and it is 
equally impossible to convince the Ameri­ 
can people th at they can afford to abandon 
the public school system. 
If the majority 
of the people do not agree with Dr. Platt 
in his strictures on the plan of education 
pursued ; if they do not believe th at it is 
better to forego the advantages the public 
schools afford to their children, than to 
lose the benefit of such instruction as ho 
thinks indispensable ; we do not see w hat 
help there can be for him under the cir­ 
cumstances. 
Obviously if the Churches 
fear the decline of religion from such a 
cause as this, they must have less confi­ 
dence in the force and stability of their be­ 
liefs than they usually profess. 
Otherwise 
they would rest assured th at a simple pre­ 
sentation of the arguments on which they 
reí ose was sufficient to convince all intelli­ 
gent persons of their truth.

Disastrous Storms. 
C in c in n a t i, May 11th.—A heavy storm of 
rain and haii passed over the city at mid­ 
night, accompanied by much lightning. 
Specials to the Gaiette say the wind­ 
storm this afternoon did much damage iu va­ 
rious [daces north of Cincinnati. 
A t Union City, Ind.. something like a tor­ 
nado prevailed, blowing down the agricult­ 
ural works of J . L. Hartsell, the planing 
mill owned by Anderson, the spokes and hub 
factory of S. C. Carter, the butter-tub fac­ 
tory of Hook Bros., and a number of other 
buildiugs. 
Near Mount Gilead, O., the storm tore down 
trees and destroyed much fencing. 
A t Ashland, O., the roof of the City Hall 
was carried off a distance of 200 yards. 
Near West Jefferson, O., lightning struck 
the barn of Jacob High, burning it and its 
contents, and killing Henry Daeis, who had 
taken shelter there. 
The day has been very warm and close. 
I sland P ond (Vt.), May 11th.—A terrific 
wind-storm struck here at 0:30 last night, 
blowing down the Steamboat House and a 
large covered bridge across the railroad track. 
Chicago, May 11th.—A fearful cyclone 
swept across the eastern part of McLinn 
countv Monday night, damaging property at 
least $100,000. In Arrowsworth township 
twelve dwellings were utterly demolished, 
and a 160-acre orchard eradicated. 
Iu Em­ 
pire township the damage was nearly as wide­ 
spread, and many [arsons were iujured. The 
home of Edward Keese was destroyed, and 
Mr. and Mrs. iteese lifted in their bed and 
carried a quarter of a mile and set down in a 
wheat field. A child of Mr. Keetz had its 
skull fractured and will die. The track of 
the cyclone was three-quarters of a mile in 
width. The town of Guthrie, which is a 
station on the Springfield division of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, and which contains 
only half a dozen houses, was struck by light­ 
ning and everything destroyed by fire. 
No 
one was hurt. 
There was a furious wind, 
and the lightning was brilliant and continuous. 
Throughout the whole central part of the 
State many farms and towns were flooded. 
P ainesville (O.), May 11th.—Great dam­ 
age was done here to-day by a thunder-storm 
and hail. 
Explosion al Fort McHenry—Six Persons 
K illed and Ivvo M ounded. 
B a lt im o r e, May 11th.—A terrible explo­ 
sion occurred late this afternoon just outside 
of the north wall of Fort McHenry, which 
resulted in instantly killing six persons and 
wounding two others. David 1Í. Shannon & 
Co., junk dealers, purchased a quantity of 
condemned shrapnel shells at the fort, and 
took part of them outside to break up. 
Francis G. Shannon, a brother of David R., 
Herman Busb, John Farblee and Henry 
Hamlin were the men engaged in the work, 
and Robert Steinman, a boy named John 
Burke, an unknown boy and a German man 
were present, looking on. 
An anvil was used 
for the breaking, and one of the men held the 
shells on it 
while another struck them 
with 
a 
heavy 
sledge-hammer. 
Before 
the shells were subjected to the blows 
water was poured upon them. 
One or two 
shells had been broken when a policeman ap­ 
peared ar.d warm d them of their danger. 
Shortly after a shell was struck and exploded, 
when the boy John Burke and Herman Busb, 
John Farblee, Robert Steinman, the Germau 
who was present and the other boy, were in­ 
stantly killed, and Francis Shannon ar.d 
Henry Hallin severely wounded. The bodies 
of the killed were badly mutilated, and that 
of the unknown German who stood near was 
literally blown to atoms. 
Portions of his 
body w’ere found in every direction, and the 
largest part discovered was an arm. 
An offi­ 
cial investigation will take place. The report 
of the explosion was heard a distance of five 
miles. 
Terrible (iianl Pow der Explosion in Fn- 
kota—Three Men Blown to Atoms, 
D kadw o o d, May 11th.—An explosion of 
five boxes—nearly 100 pounds—of giant pow­ 
der occurred at the blacksmith shop of the 
High Lode mine, Central City, this morning, 
instantly killing Samuel Kimble, the foreman 
of the mine, Joseph Trusdell and Jonas Gil­ 
more, employes. The bodies were most fear­ 
fully torn to pieces. The country for an area 
of a mile square was strewn with small frag­ 
ments of flesh and the ruins of the shop. 
Kimble and Gilmore hail from Janesville, 
Wis. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
D eadwooi), May 11th.—Further particu­ 
lars of the explosion at the High Lode mine 
blacksmith shop, near Central City, this 
morning, Bhows that there were four full, and 
one partly filled, boxes of giant pow der- 
over 100 pounds—iu the building at the time. 
Two men were sharpening drills aud the 
other capping fuse. 
I t is supposed that a 
spark flew from the anvil and exploded the 
powder. The names of the killed are Samuel 
L. Kimble, Joseph Gilmore and L. Trudell, 
the two former trom Janesville, Wis., anil 
the latter from Nicolet, Canada East, where 
he leaves a wife aud family. 
Kimble leaves 
a wife aud two children here. 
Gilmore was 
unmarried. The bodies of all three were 
blown into atoms and beyond recognition. 
Pieces of flesh, bones, etc., were scattered in 
all directions, the largest piece touud being a 
man’s bead. The sight beggars description, 
being the most horrible and sickening ever 
witnessed in the Black Hills.

W a s h in g t o n , May 11th.—The split in the 
Cook County (Llliuois) Convention yesterday 
lias excited a very lively interest among 
Washington politicians.

Some undoubted friends of Senator Blaine 
fear that the war upon Grant iu his own State 
by the Blaine party has been carried a little 
too far. They apprehend that it will create 
a feeling of exceeding bitterness between the 
Grant and Blaine forces, and that the end 
may l>e that while they will be able to destroy 
one another, they will thus make room for 
Secretary Sherman or the “ dark horse.”

Respecting my animadversions on the 
foreign policy ot A ustria when it was active beyond 
the borders, I witl not conceal from you that 
grave apprehensions were excited in my mind lest 
Austria should play a | art in the liulkau Peninsula 
hostile to the freedom of the em ancipated popula 
tion and the reasonable hopes of the subjects of the 
Sultan. These apprehensions were founded oil sec­ 
ondary evidence, hut it was not the evidence of hos­ 
tile witnesses, and was the best at m y command. 
Vou now assure me that Austria does not desire to

Had I possessed 
such assurances befóle,

F'rench’s head, fired. The ball took effect in 
the right temple, aud ranging down came out 
near the cheek bone. 
French survived only 
a short time. After committing the cowaidly 
murder, Murphy fled, and up to the present 
time has not been captured. French was a 
quiet, peaceable and law-abiding citizen, and 
much respected by all. A party of citizens 
are scouring the country for the murderer, 
and bhould he be found he will probably be 
dealt with summarily.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T hh B a p tist C os v e stio s.—A preliminary 
meeting of the Baptist State Convention was 
held at the First Baptist Church, on Ninth 
street, last evening. It w is opened with re­ 
ligious exercises, after which Rev. M. I). 
Gage, of Oamptonville, delivered an address, 
“ Landmarkism, is it Right or \Vrong ? ” He 
pointed out laudmarkism as the Eastern 
position held by the Baptist churches in the 
Southern State», in which they refuse to 
recognize ministers of any other denomina­ 
tion, or to admit them into their pul­ 
pits; also, refusing to recognize mem- 
Dersjfof other churches, even if baptiz.-d 
by immersion, unless such immersion be ad­ 
ministered by a Baptist minister, and this 
upon the ground that clergy of this denomi­ 
nation alone have the proper right by succes­ 
sion to administer the ordinance. The speaker 
took Btrong grounds against any such rigid 
restrictions, and was glad that the Northern 
Churches were opposed to such extreme ex- 
clusivism. The address was followed by a 
few brief remarks from others, after which 
the meeting adjourned until to-morrow morn­ 
ing at 9 o’clock, when the regular work of 
the Convention will he commenced. There 
are a large number of delegates present from 
different parts of the State, and the session it 
is expected will be one of unusual interest to 
the denomination, as subjects of importance 
are to be before it for consideration and ac­ 
tion.

HALF DAY IN COURT. 


SOMETHIN!! ABOUT THE NEW SUPREME 
COURT JUSTICES. 


Denis K earney’s H abeas Corpus Case 
Being H eard Before a Full 
Bench—The A rgum ent. 


The case of Denis Kearney, on writ of 
habeas corpus, was before the Supreme Court 
yesterday from 2 to 5 o’clock. For a long 
time before 2 o’clock, the hour set for the 
hearing, the Court-room was densely crowded. 
The audience was composed very largely of 
admirers and sympathizers with Kearney. 
AN EXAMINATION 
Of the closely packed countenances as the men 
stood jammed together in the room from the 
bar to the wall, was not calculated to inspire 
one with exalted respect for the intelligence 
or admiration for the comeliness of the sym­ 
pathizers with the cock of the sand lots. 
When counsel were engaged in the most con­ 
cise and chiseled arguments expository of 
principles of the law which are regarded as 
the foundation stones of our liberties, these 
same countenances were stolid, weary, and 
manifested no interest, but when Ciitus Bar­ 
bour, Kearney’s counsel, would make a 
declaration that was deemed advantageous to 
the agitator, the crowd of sympathizers 
would ripple and move and sway like a pond 
stirred by a falling stone. Miugled in the 
crowd, however, were a few faces that evinced 
a comprehension of the proceedings, and by 
their intellegence made manifest their sense 
of the character of the arguments and the 
principles involved. Kearney came before 
the Court in charge of Warden Prevost of the 
House of Correction of Sau Francisco. The 
defendant (petitioner) had been convicted of a 
misdemeanor by the Police Court of San 
Francisco for violating a city ordinance pro­ 
hibiting the use of vulgar and profane lan­ 
guage, and had been sentenced to imprison­ 
ment for six months and a fine of 81,000. He 
applied to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
HABEAS CORPUS, 
Which was granted, and made returnable be­ 
fore the Superior Court of San Francisco. 
That Court remanded him to custody, hold­ 
ing that it could not review the ease except 
on appeal, and that remedy had not been 
availed of. Kearney again applied to the 
Supreme Court, and it issued a second writ, 
and it was on that upon which he was brought 
up yesterday. Incidentally, this occasion 
gives opportunity to glance at the members of 
the new Supreme Court. 
the justices. 
At 2 o’clock the seven Justices walk into 
the Court-room, first Justice Ross, the junior 
member of the Bench, a quiet, sedate and 
thoughtful appearing m an; then Justice 
McKee, arm in arm with Justice McKinstry, 
the former a small man, with a fine, open and 
expressive countenance, his light and grayish 
locks rolled back from a broad and well 
molded forehead. His countenance anil 
whole expression indicate great vitality, keen 
perceptive powers aud untiring patience. 
Justice McKinstry. slightly aged since 
last he appeared in Court here, is the only 
Justice who sat on the bench under the old 
Constitution. His tall form is stooped a 
little now. and his countenance, massive and 
compact, indicates that more than ever be 
has given up his being to the law, and that 
his whole thought and his mind—a legal 
storehouse—is upon the business before him. 
He is slightly nervous, and begins to take 
notes the moment he is seated. He watches 
every counsel, checks and argues with them, 
and consults with the Justices on either side 
now aud then, and seems utterly oblivious to 
the crowd in the Court-room. Chief Justice 
Morrison next, a man of medium hight, calm 
demeanor, and without the slightest nervous­ 
ness manifest. He is carefully dressed and 
exceedingly neat in appearance. His coun­ 
tenance is open and expressive, though placid, 
and the most full and youthful face upon the 
bench—indeed the Chief Justice may be 
ranked as the “ best-looking” man of the 
Court. He is quiet,, gives close attention to 
the arguments, makes an occasional note, and 
is evidently discussing in his own well- 
disciplined mind every proposition as it is 
advanced. 
JUSTICE THORNTON 
Is above the average hight, is a man of good 
presence, of a clear and speaking counte­ 
nance, with the scholarly impress clearly 
marked upon it. He impresses one as a 
student—a common law lawyer of the old 
type—one who is positive in his convictions, 
quick to reach conclusions, and rigid in his 
methods of reasoning. 
J uslice Myrick takes his seat next. He is 
a man past middle age, below average size, 
gray in whiskers and hair, very mild and 
kindly of countenance, and gives the ob­ 
server of his sympathetic features the impres­ 
sion that here is a thoroughly domestic man. 
His face speaks of thought, conscientious­ 
ness, conviction as to duty, aud plenty of de­ 
termination aud ability to do it. 
Last on the bench is Justice Sharpstein, a 
man of fine build, and undoubtedly, so far as 
personal appearances go, one who comes 
nearer tilliug the ideal mold of a Judge upon 
the bench than any of his associates. He has 
a good head, a resolute countenance, just 
shadowed by a restless suspicion, which gives 
the impression that he receives with doubt, 
reasons for himself, and needs to be thor­ 
oughly convinced. His iron-gray hair and 
whiskers, his bead well poised, his well-knit 
frame, his grave demeanor, his close scrutiny 
ot those before him, go to make him a con­ 
spicuous figure upon the bench. 
THE ARGUMENT. 
For Kearnev, Ciitus Barbour appears ; for 
the people, Attorney-General Hart, District 
Attorney Smoot, l)eloa Lake and D. J. 
Murphy. 
District Attorney Smoot opened the pro­ 
ceedings by stating that the petition set 
forth that defendant was imprisoned under 
an ordinance of the city of San Francisco, 
which was invalid, and by virtue of a com­ 
mitment under a judgment which was illegal. 
The return of Superintendent Prevost recited 
in detail the proceedings under which Kear­ 
ney was tried, convicted, sentenced, took an 
sppeal, was remanded, and was held in the 
House of Correction at S,n Francisco. 
Ciitus Barbour, for defendant, objected to 
the return as vague, and not expressive clearly 
of the fact whether defendant was held by 
virtue of a commitment by the Police Court 
or a transcript of judgment from the ap­ 
pellate or Police Court. An officer must 
hold his prisoner by virtue of a judgment. 
Justice McKinstry—Is not a transcript of 
a judgment sufficient ? Is a commitment re­ 
quired or mentioned by the statute ? 
Mr. Barbour said a commitment is men­ 
tioned. 
Mr. Murphy said the return followed the 
rule in ex paite Jones as laid down by the 
Supreme Court of California. 
Mr. Barbour—The return does not show a 
legal commitment. It recites that it is a true 
and correct copy of a judgment, and tliat you 
also have a commitment. 
Mr. Smoot submitted the original commit­ 
ment. 
Mr. Murphy read the case of ex parte 
Jones as in point. 
JUDGE LAKE 
Said all that was before the Court is the ques­ 
tion whether defendant is illegally held, and 
not whether the return is in form or not. 
Attorney-General Hart said no objection 
could be made to the introduction of the re- 
turu of an officer; the simple question is 
whether his authority to hold is sufficient. 
The Chief J u.-tice said but two counsel on 
each side would be heard. 
Mr. Barbour said be should ask leave to 
show that there was nothing now existing to 
warrant the prosecution and judgment, and 
to do that would offer intrinsic evidence ; 
that Order 697, amended by 1190, never was 
published ami was ah initio void. Order 097 
was published but four times, he would prove. 
He had applied for subpenas to bring wit­ 
nesses to the fact, but meanwhile had sought 
to stipulate as to the facts, but it was refused, 
and hence he now applied for subpenas to 
briugup the proofs. Tne American Flag was 
the official paper of S-n Francisco when the 
ordinance passed—the files of that paper 
weuld show the facts of publication. Au ex­ 
amination of the Snpervisors’records show that 
the order as passed never was published at all 
j —certain unpublished amendments never 
having been published—that publication be­ 
ing as es«ential as of the original ordinance 
itself. He asked for subtienas to the Au­ 
ditor of San Francl-co to bring up the files of 
the Flag, aud for the Clerk of the ¡super­ 
visors to bring up their records. He said the 
fact of non-publication bad lieen discovered 
since the defendant had been convicted. 
THE ARGUMENT CONTINUED. 
Mr. Lake said the question really involved 
the whole theory of the office of habeas 
corpu s. He said the proposition of defend­ 
ant soberly amounted *o this, to make the 
writ of habeas corpus a writ of emir, have 
the Court grant a new trial o« review and 
then retry the case itself. Ike argument 
cannot go outside of the return and the 
judgment. 
, 
_ , 
Mr. Barbour read from the Code to show 
that any fact may be set up to show why de- 
fendaut should not be held, and that the 
Court shall in a summary way examine into 
such facts and hear them. 
_ 
_ 
Mr. Lake said such a proceeding is ^ un­ 
known to the law of habeas corpas. From 
the course the case has taken it has become 
important. There is a comity between the 
Courts which daes not permit a prisnuer to 
travel about the State on writ- of habeas 
eoruus, going from one Judge to another, 
when he ought to be serving oat his seatence. 


This C ourt deputed the Superior Court of 
San Francisco to hear the case once and it 
held the prisoner. 
He now comes again to 
the Supreme Court for relief, and this is in 
the nature of res adjudicata. 
Mr. Barbour—The Superior Court refused 
to hear the case, and held that on habeas 
corpus it could not review as on a writ of 
error. 
Mr. Lake said much popular error existed 
as to the writ of habeas corpus, and recited 
the history of the writ to show it was origi­ 
nally intended to relieve from imprisonment 
where it was without color of law, but not 
to interfere with the Court’s process. The 
exceptions to this cardinal iu!e are found in 
certain relations between the Federal and 
State authorities. He read and analyzed the 
habeas corpus Act of California. The return 
recites the judgment of the Police Court of 
San Francisco, and avers there was a convic­ 
tion for misdemeanor. It is not necessary to 
state under what law. 
Justice McKinstry—We would like to hear 
you ou that point. 
Judge Lake read cases to show that in the 
commitment it is not necessary to recite or 
refer to the law under which conviction was 
had. (Ex parte Murray, 43d Cal.) 
Justice McKinstry—That seems to set­ 
tle it. 
THE POINTS OF THE PROSECUTION. 
Judge Lake—The Police Court had juris­ 
diction of the case, and all the questions as 
to the legality of the ordinauce that Court 
was eom(>etent to pass upon. This Court 
does not know what the offense was except 
that it was a misdemeanor. But assuming 
thatjit was violation of a city ordinance, the 
Police Court had jurisdiction. Now the stat­ 
ute says the prisoner must be remanded if 
he is held in execution, on tlie commitment of 
a competent Court of criminal jurisdiction. 
The legi-lative power determines w here juris­ 
diction shall be lodged. The Supreme Court 
is only supreme so far as the law provides 
the machinery for the acts of another Court 
being reviewed by it. In all cases of misde­ 
meanor this Court is not supreme. The law 
has vested jurisdiction in those eases elsewhere 
as a formality. There are a few exceptions 
under the new Constitution, but this case is 
notone of them. Judge Lake read authori­ 
ties to show that errors at the trial cannot 
be reviewed on habeas corpus, but only 
on writ of review and on appeal. In 
this case the remedy for errors anterior 
to the judgment, was by appeal to the Supe­ 
rior Court, and to show that on writ of habeas 
corpus it is only competent to inquire into 
the sufficiency- of the commitment and the 
jurisdiction of the Court. It is to be assumed 
that the Court having jurisdiction passed 
upon all matters that may be claimed to be 
errors. In the case of ex parte Watkins (3 
Peters), on application for a writ of habeas 
corpus before the Supreme Court of the 
United States, it was held that the Court 
could not look beyond the judgment of a 
Court in a case where the Supreme Court had 
no power to review the acts of the Court be­ 
low—a Court competent and final as to the 
case in hand. In that case it was claimed 
there was no statute making the act of W at­ 
kins a crime, but the Court refused to exam­ 
ine into it, as the Court below had jurisdic­ 
tion and must be assumed to hare passed on 
the question. He cited ex parte Lung (18 Pe­ 
ters), to show the distinction between a void 
judgment and one erroneous only. 
MR. MURPHY 
Read Platt vs. Harrison, Sheriff (0 Iowa), as 
parallel with the case of Kearney, it being 
claimed there was no power to pass the ordi­ 
nance under which Platt was convicted. The 
Supreme |C’ourt held that there was an aj - 
peal from the Police Court to the District 
Court, and whether the ordinance was void 
and without law was a matter to be deter­ 
mined by the magistrate or on appeal, and it 
could not be reviewed on habeas corpus after 
conviction and execution awarded. 
Judge Lake cited ex parte Harris (47 Mis­ 
souri) ; of Calicott (8 Blatchfonl); the People 
ex re’. Tweed vs. Lipscomb (60 New York, 
559). To this last case he invited the especial 
attention of the Court, as containing the 
most elaborate discussion of the office of the 
writ of habeas corpus to be found in modern 
reports. He cited also People vs. Castles (5 
Hill, 104). 
ADJOURNMENT. 
At this point, 5 p. m., Chief Justice Mor­ 
rison adjourned the further hearing of the 
case until this morning at 10 o’clock. Dur­ 
ing the argument Kearney sat beside Warden 
Prevost. At his right hand sat M. J. Kelly, 
the sand-lotter’s right-bower. whose shining 
broadcloth spoke of his ability to “ lift a 
coach out of the m ud” if he sees fit. Kelly 
kept himself half turned toward and close up 
to Kearnev the whole time, and his hand 
upon the latter’s chiir or arm constantly. 
The situation reminded the spectator of a 
physician in Court in charge of an ailiDg 
patient, who needs his constant care and 
who is liable to keel over at any minute. 


M e tro p o litan T h e a te r.—The Baldwin 
Theater Company was welcomed last night, 
not by- a crowded house, but by a very critical 
audience. Tke play was “ Forget Me N et,” 
a sensational society drama, in which the 
burden was borne by Miss Jeffreys-Lewis, 
and so well as to win deserved and hearty 
recognition from the auditors. The artist 
appeared to excellent advantage, and her pre­ 
sentation of the character of Stephanie was 
one of tnose superior art effects of which only 
the most skilled actors are capable. There 
has been nothing, in fact, given upon the 
stage here for a long time so full of the cun­ 
ning of art, so nicely shaded, so exquisitely 
wrought, as the picture Jeffreys-Lewis pre­ 
sented in this play. It is a play full of vil­ 
lainy, but withal with a moral. Its pith is 
the war of wits between an adventuress, who 
seeks to rise upon the misfortunes of the vir­ 
tuous, aud an English gentleman who, once 
her dupe, uses his power to thwart her 
schemes. Mr. O’Neil was cordially wel­ 
comed. His part was subordinate to that of 
Miss Lewis, but maintained with the faith- 
fultiess of one who is devoted to his profession. 
The company is strong in support, and the 
promise is a season of £inst enjoyable dra­ 
matic entertainments. 
Tonight Byron’s 
comedy of “ The Girls,” in which Mr. Bishop, 
the low comedian, will make his first appear­ 
ance for the season. 
W hy is I t ?—Repeatedly for two months 
past the water has been shut off from first 
one and then another section of the city, 
without any previous notice being grver. 
For two nights now in succession this has oc­ 
curred in the lower part of the First Ward, 
greatly to the inconvenience of people who 
have to use constant water supplies. If the 
authorities would give notice of intention to 
shut off in given sections at given hours, to 
make repairs, there would be no complaint, 
as provision for the occasion would be made. 
A single bueketfhl of water might prevent a 
great conflagration, but it could not have 
been had in the block from Second to Third 
and J to K streets last night, from the 
hydrants.
